otepec, was in doubt today. 


Federal troops advanced into the 


hills of'Jalisco searching for the 
bandits and hoping to rescue the 
girls, all young and pretty, before 
they were harmed. 


The unusual nature of the raid 


stirred Mexico, accustomed as it 
is to the operations of bandits. 


A dispatch to the newspaper, 


Crafico told how the bandits de- 
scended on the town, took 
their 


pick of its 
best-looking young 


women, and carried them off while 
their anguished mothers acd fath- 
ers were held helpless. 


The attack occurred at 
night, 


the dispatch said, while almost the 
entire population of the town was 
attending a picture show. - 


Seventy bandits entered 
the 


town. They 
overwhelmed 
the 


small federal guard and blew up 
the city hall. The people started 
to run from the theater when they 
heard the explosion and were met 
by the bandits. 


Threatening them with 
rifles, 


the bandits lined up the popula- 
tion, ordering the women into one 
group outside. The men were tied 
up and locked in the theater. 


The bandits appraised the cap- 


tive women carefully and 
made 


their choice of the young and at- 
tractive ones. 


The mothers wept and pleaded, 


tearing off their scanty jewelry 
and offering it with what money 
they had to the bandits if they 
would release the girls. The raid- 
ers paid no attention and rode 
away with their captives.

There has been much dltcuision as 


x> the advisability of bidding four or 
nore of a suit headed by the ace k<ng 
without an outside trick. Practically 
ill players agree that such a bid is a 
osing bid if the bidder is left in to 


the hand, but they also agree that 
:he information given by such a bid 
» of the greatest value to partner if 
•.he opponents win the final declaration. 
In other words, such a bid is weak as 
in offensive proposition but strong 
'rom a defensive standpoint. For e.x- 
imples suppose as dealer you hold the 
ollowing hand : 


Hearts— 10, 6 
' 


Clubs — 8,4, 2 
Diamonds — T, 7, 6, 3 
Spades — A, K, 7, 4 . 


If you bid one spade on this hand and 
ire left in to play it, you probably will 
jo down a trick or so; but even then 
you doubtless will have saved a game 
t>y doing so. On the other hand, sup- 
pose you bid one spade, second hand 
bids two hearts and all pass. Your 
partner now knows what to lead — 
ind how often that information saves 
:he game! 


From a defensive standpoint there 
s no doubt as to the value of bidding 
:op cards, such a* ace king suits with 
!our or more, on the opening round. 
[f you pass such a hand, ttie contract 
•nay be too high to justify a bid on the 
iccond round. 
~ 


For example, suppose- the dealer 


oaases with the foregoing hand, second 
aand bids one heart, the-dearer'a part- 
aer passes and the partner at the heart 
aidder says "three hearts". What can 
:he dealer do then? His hand is too 
weak to bid three spades-, 90 he is 
"orced to pass and his partner, without 
the information given by the Bpade bid, 
4 forced to guess as to the proper lead 
ind is more apt to guess wrong than 
-ight. 


Don't hesitate to bid' a suit con- 


taining top cards on the first round of 
bidding and thus anticipate an adverse 
declaration that otherwise 'might puzzle 
partner as to the proper lead. Such bids 
are always sound defensive, bids and 
the advantages of bidding them more 
:han outweigh their disadvantages.
